Mr. President, Military and Citizens, 

Gentlemen and Ladies :—If the auspici- 

ousness of an occasion be in any manner 


sults from it, then, we one and all have 
ample cause for gratitude and gladness 
this day. The event on which these aus- 
i are predicated is the inauguration 
or the second term of our tried and 


‘| trusty President, Abraham Lincoln.’ 


This day, yon sun culminated on his 
diurnal course our recent President— 
for he is now our President re-inaugur- 
ated—was vested with the insignia of 
the Presidency and girt withits respon- 
sibility, by the same process through 
which the immortal Washington passed 
for the first time nearly seventy-six years 
ago. A ve-inauguration in ordinary times 
excites but little form or ceremony ; but 
here, on this occasion, when we contrast 
the gloom of four years ago with the 
glory and gladness of the present—when 


we look back upon the gory sea of revo- 


lution which we have been four years in 
passing, standing as the nation now does, 
upon its banks, bloody and breathless to 


be sure, but. still triumphant and tried 


and invincible, who is it that will not 
thank the Divine Giver of all good for 
this change in the circumstances of our 
beloved country. 


sixteenth President, this is the twentieth 
inauguration under the Constitution: 
Five of these Presidents have been re- 
elected and re-inaugurated ; and is it not 
worthy as a historical fact, that all of 
the five were from that section of the 
country now in rebellion, because, as 
they alleged, they did not receive proper 
guarantees under the Constitution. The 
wise and good Washington was the first 
of the five; the sincere and honest pa- 
triot Jackson, forty years afterwards, 
was the last of these five that was re-in- 
augurated. 
n order, fellow-citizens, to fully un- 
derstand the auspicious character of the 
event we have this day assembled to 
‘commemorate, it will be necessary, per- 
haps, to review a portion of our country’s 
history, and somewhat minutely that 
portion of it that has elapsed during the 
past fuur years 
Without claiming to be abie to enter 
minutely into the counsels of the Al- 
mighty, and if it be true of nations as 
we are assured it is of men, that respon- 
sibility is ever reciprocal with trust and 
that those to whom much is given have 
much to answer for, then it needs noth- 
ing but what is written upon the face of 
our broad country and what is develop- 
ed in its past history to come to the con- 
clusion that our destiny is no middle one. 
Standing as we do between the two 
oceans, having agricultural resources un- 
rivalled, having commercial and mecha-. 
nical resources elsewhere unequalled ‘on 
the glube, who does not believe that for 
these gifts the God of nations has exact-. 
ed of us & reciprocal responsibility, and. 
that our destiny will be one of exceeding 
glory or sad and huniliating doom. 
Fellow citizens, is it an attribute of 


human nature that men love, and prize 


and cherish that which has caused them 
much of sorrow and of labor? = If it be 
so, my friends, no nation on the face of 
this earth, present ‘or past, living or dead, 
ever: challenged from its people a patriot-- 
ism so deep and ardent as ourown. Our 
country was planted in suffering and sor- 
row as nootherever was. It has sprung 
up within the domain of another history. 
No mythological uncertainty hangs over 
the history of our country. We have 
seen it rise and all its events are as well 
known to us as the events of yesterday, 
that passed within our senses of sight 
and hearing. Within little more than 
two centuries, the infant power of the 
republic was laid on the soil of this coun- | 
try and, there, rocked into liberty. But, 
oh! what privation and suffering, what 
struggling and sorrow presided over the 
origin of the Republic! I say presided,, 
for the nation is pre-eminently a crea- 
ture in the hands of destiny and Provi- 
dence. We know the. failings, which 
attended the earliest settlement of the 
We know how innocent in-

Age came, with: its tottering, trembling 


destinies of a great nation in an unknown 
and wilderness. After the 
perils of the sea were passed the perils 
of the land had ta be. encountered. The 
savage wild beast, and almost as savage 
man of the wilderness lay in the path of 
those early scttlers. But they grew and 
prospered. One clearing expanded to 
another; one cabin expanded into a vil- 
lage; villages became: cities, and primi- 
tive customs began to merge into nation- 
al forms. There came a quarrel, the 
first internicine war of our country, with 
the parent government. In that war 
fell with the native born citizens of the 
colonies, gallant, brave and patriotic men 
from every civilized nationality under the 
heavens. Then and there. it was that 
Montgomery, the brave and gallant Irish- 
man fell with Warren, the child of New | 
England’s genius. There it was that the 
veteran German, DeKalb, fell with Wor- 
cester; and Pulaski, the noble and high- 
souled Pole, fell with Caldwell, at Savan- 
nah ; and many others which my memory, 
if I had time to do it, fails to enable me 
to recall. Every civilized nation under 
the sun has contributed its men and 
precious blood to plant and to defend: 
this Republic. Every country has had 
its interest init. Its cause is as broad 
as civilization ; its sanctities are as deep 
as human feeling ; the hopes which gather 
round it are as deep sad 

and precious as civilization and intellec- 
tual humanity. With the little time that, 
is left me, my friends, { cannot discuss 
extensively even the smallest fragment 
of this our country’s history, which bears 
upon her condition when the Constitu- 
tion was framed. Our fathers early saw 
that the federation, which had carried 
us through the revolution, was no gov- 
ernment under which te rear a gigantic 
nation. Even after the Constitntion was 
framed in September, 1787, and after the 
Constitution had been ratified and had 
gone into operation, early in the year 
1789, there existed angry parties in the 
very convention which framed that Con- 
tution, one party favorng a Hteral con-| 
struction of it, and another favoring a li-. 
beral construction. Those best
